This country with its institutions belongs 
to the (good) people who inhabit it — not 
to the Communists and their ilk — not yet. 
There is no such thing as free speech, as the 
term “free speech” is so glibly and misun- 
derstandingly applied. -We have libel laws 
and also U. S, laws on conspiracy. 

In the book Constitutional Law of the 
U. S. A., by Dr. H. Von Holst, we find that 
“The Constitution not only promises that 
the union will interpose with all its might 
on their (the people’s) behalf if internal 
or external causes threaten to overthrow 
their republican form of government, but 
it absolutely forbids them to adopt any oth- 


er form under any condition or for any . 


reason whatsoever.”’ 

In the light of the above, and much more 
that can be said to fortify the sanity and 
correctness of this point of view, what of- 
fense would it be against the Constitution 
of the United States, including Article IV, 
section 4 and Article II of the Bill of Rights, 
for “We, the people” to destroy citizens, 
without benefit of a jury, who betray their 
trust, violate the pledge of allegiance to the 
extent of membership in the Communist 
party, or who talk Communism, or any 
form of government except constitutional 
“Republicanism” ? 

The statement of James Madison, frail 
little “Father of the Constitution,” that 
“Democracy is the bait of theoretic politi- 
cians. and schemers,” fits our loudest ad- 
vocates for democracy about as neatly as 
a glove.

know Felix Frankfurter named most of the 
heads of these agencies, many of whom were 
Red. In cases where the head himself was 
not Red, someone working closely with him 
had been so placed to see that the Com- 
munist plan was carried out.

now being sold at black market prices with- 
out ration stamps was distributed alike to 
all stores, and if sufficient stamps to cover 


‘this amount were issued by O.P.A. to all 


consumers, everyone would have plenty of 
sugar and would be able to buy it at fair 
prices: Why, then, does not this organiza- 
tion investigate the matter? Simply and 
solely. because O.P.A. is not only aware of 


‘tthe black market, but is sponsoring it as 


wéll!!! - ) 

- Let us here state part of an ad run by 
Armour & Company in the Chicago Tribune 
last week:- 

‘Our Chicago plant over a six-year period 
has averaged to process WEEKLY at this 
time'of the year: 9,000 cattle; 26,000 hogs; 
24,000 lambs and calves. In the first week 
‘in September _ _ _ we were able to obtain 
only: 236 cattle; 3,342 hogs; 5,853 lambs 
and calves.” 

-.The black market, this statement went 
on, “is getting a major portion of the an- 
imals which are being slaughtered”, 

“We all know that when O.P.A. controls 
are removed permanently, competition will 
bring products to the counters and will 
eventually bring prices down _ — — not to 
the pre-war level but definitely below black 
market standards. Take, fot example, the 
item-of butter. When price controls were 
removed, butter’ sky-rocketed immediately 
to. eighty-five and ninety cents a pound. 
But it was only a few days before compe- 
tition brought it down to sixty-five and sev- 
enty cents, which is way below the. black 
market prices of one dollar or more, This 
tremendous agency, supposedly organized 
to control prices and save the American 
people some money, has done just exactly 
the opposite; it has cost. the taxpayers bil- 
lions of dollars in wast@ material and lost 
wages, 

If Congress is called back in special ses- 
sion, the first thing it should do is appoint 
a committee to see who is at the bottom 
of this criminal O.P.A. (Only Part Am- 
erican) and lock the parties up in jail. (At 
the same time we would suggest that it get 
rid of Paul Porter, who is scheduled to go 
hack to the F.C.C., which organization has 
been gperating the radio for the Russia First- 
ers for several years.) :

At this moment, when the war ef- 
fort of the United Nations must be concerted 
to finish off the Axis powers, the chances 
for the infiltration of Communism in the 
entire world are magnificent. Not only 
among the proletariat, but also in the cul- 
tural and intellectual world, in the military; 
and financial field and in the realm of inter- 
national commerce, 


“As far as the proletariat is concerned, we 
base our work on the Union of Soviet Trade 
Unions, which is in touch with various or- 
anizations in other countries, such as the. 

orkers Congress in England, trade union 
organizations in India, in Australia, in New 
Zealand and in Africa, the C.I.O. and the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Workers in the 
U. S. and the C.T.A.L. in Latin America. 
Within these organizations the Communist 
cells have a control which permits us to hope 
for victory” 


We agree with you that Communists look 


for converts among workers who are poorly 


paid, offering them Communism as the pat- 
ent medicine to cure all ills; They also look

Communist propaganda is divided into 


three main branches; one for the Soviet Un- 
ion, one for Soviet-occupied or controlled 
° zones and one for the Western democracies 
— or, as the Soviets call-us, the “Western 
- reactionaries.” 


WHAT RUSSIANS MUST BELIEVE 
The propagandists of Communism find 
it easiest to spread their doctrines in the 
Soviet Urlion, mainly because people in 
that country never ask questions but accept 
everything told them as fact. It was appar- 
ent after my numerous interviews with 
Soviet citizens that the Soviet organ of in- 
formation éither intentionally or uninten- 
tionally FAILED to give the Soviet people 
an ACCURATE and COMPLETE picture 
_of the economic and political conditions of 
Western European countries and the United 
States. They were taught to believe that 
their country was the “Common Man’s Par- 
adise”, This belief isolated them from the 
outer world to such a degree that it created 
a sort of shock awakening to those who had 
an opportunity to face the real picture — 
shock which could only result in forming 
a distrust and hatred of their own govern- 
ment. : 


It was this sudden awakening that has 
caused so many desertions in the Soviet 
army and made so many Russian slave 
laborers in Germany desire never to return 
to the “Soviet Paradise”. One Soviet of- 
ficial said in confidence to me: ‘‘The Soviet 
system has extended deeper into the lives 
of the people than any other device by man. 
Everyone in Russia subconsciously knows 
and feels it, yet dares not enter into conflict 
with the authorities, being aware that he 
has to pay the usual price for expressing 
personal opinions. Even members of the 
party are liable to this rule.” 


Soviet citizens have no personal opinions 
about foreign countries. They “know” only 
that all things are better in Russia — for 
they know only what happens in Russia, 
hear omy Russian broadcasts, read only 
Russian books and newspapers and see only 
Russian, films.. Once I asked: “How does 
your government explain the Soviet-German 
friendship in the early part of the European 
* war?” I was given this answer: 


“For a long time Germany and Italy were 
enemies of the Russian people. They were 
Fascists, reactionaries and ready to start 
counter-revolution in our country. AND 
THEN ONE DAY it was disclosed that the 
USSR had signed an agreement in which 
it was stated that Germany had changed 
its policies and now imitated Russia within 
_the economic, social and political spheres. 
Germany became our ally — ready to fight 
WITH the Red army AGAINST THE 
WORLD CAPITALISM which was threat- 
ening our people and Germany’s. 


“As for the Red Army’s entry into Pol- 
and, the Polish people had asked our aid in 
order to stop the reactionary policy of Pol- 
ish rulers, and our army and administrators 
went there in order to improve living con- 
ditions in this neighboring country. At that 
time our greatest enemies were Great 
Britain and France. Formerly they had 
been ‘good comrades’. But then they be- 
trayed us and their own people. Germany 
was fighting them in order to stop the cap- 
italistic incendiaries of war, which doomed 
more and more people to famine, depriva- 
tion and suffering, all for the imperialistic 


purposes. and predatory .interests of Great 
Brifaiti-ond Preme” «Sos 

In 1941 the tune changed once again af- 

ter Germany’s aggression on Russia. Then 

_ Germany becanie the “traitor”, and France 

-and England became “good comrades.” The 


explanation for Germany’s betrayal was . 


simple:. “Germany played a cunning pol- 
itical game in order to’ get wheat from Rus- 
sia. When she received plenty, she changed 
her mind and attacked Russia.” As for 
France and Great Britain, the new explan- 
ation of their policy was also simple: “‘Brit- 
ain and France’s change of mind must be 
attributed t6 the huge influence which Rus- 
sia, a powerful stronghold of human prin- 
ciples, extended in international affairs!” 

The. United States was considered as a 
state playing a cunning political game by 
the average Russian. It was generally be- 
lieved that the United States in giving ma- 
terial support to Russia had only its own 
interests in view. Russians were told that 
America “expected to get Siberian: gold and 
Caucasian petroleum.” Moscow made its 
people believe in 1941, after the first Ger- 
man victories, that America had given ma- 
terial support to Germany and Russia alike, 
while Germany had offered to lease to Am- 
erica the Caucasian petroleum sources for 
twenty-five years after Germany’s victory. 

The spreading of propaganda in Russia 
is aS easy aS Switching on a radio. People 
* of the Soviet Union never dare to question; 
they are always told that it is wicked and 
punishable not to trust their leaders to know 
what’s best for them.

PROPAGANDA IN OCCUPIED ZONES 

Soviet propaganda in its zones of occu- 
pation is not meeting with the success which 
Moscow would like. It takes time to con- 
vert a people, and the minds of youth are 
the most easily swayed. Therefore, the 
strongest concentration of Soviet propagan- 
da in its zones of occupation is on young 
people. ° 

I had the opportunity to observe Russian 
methods in Yugoslavia. Soon after the lib- 
ation of that country the Soviet Union sent 
so-called ‘‘advisers” into Yugoslavia. These 
advisers immediately settled themselves in 
different Yugoslav ministries. The schools 
were swiftly reorganized to fit the Sovie® 
system. Children were told that there is 
no God, that their parents are their enemies 
and that they could have no better parent 
than Marshal Tito. This propaganda begins 
by feeding the child brutal cynicism about 
all old loyalties — then hoodwinking him 
into the new. 

Young children in school were told they 
were pro-created purely as a by-product of 
their father’s pleasure, therefore they owed 
him nothing and should not listen to him. 
They were told that all each owed his mother 
was FIVE LITERS OF MILK! (Reckoned 
to be what she fed him from her own body.) 
School children were often told to pray.to 


God for candy, which they hadn’t seen in - 
four years. No candy arrived. The children: 
often cried in bitter ‘disappointment. Then 
they were told to pray for candy to Marshal 
Tito. Prompty a. member of the “Young 
Pioneers” (Soviet equivalent to the Hitler 
Youth movement) would enter the room 
with some Soviet-manufactured candy. To 
the mind of five to twelve, this is convinc- 
ing. | 

Newspapers are continuously hammering, 
on the virtues of Communism and the vices 
of Western democracies Banner headlines 
about strikes in the United States make it 
appear that we are constantly teetering on 
the brink of revolution Much space is de- . 
voted to the number (exaggerated) of un- 
employed in America, always bringing in 
the phrase, “There is no unemployment in 
Russia.” Those who don’t believe and crit- 
icize the newspapers soon learn that silence 
means longer life. Those who persist in 
criticism usually find themselves either in 
concentration camps, one of the humerous 


.jails, or six feet below the ground, 


Abuses of Americans and-American prop- 
erty at the hands of the Soviet government 
or its puppets always receive wide publicity 
in Soviet-occupied countries, This discredits 
the Western_ democracies and impresses 
people with the power of the Soviet Union. 
Persons in Soviet-occupied zones who strong- 
ly dislike the Soviet system soon feel that 
they have no alternative but to subjugate 
themselves to the Soviet regime, because the 
promises given them by the Atlantic Charter, 
the promises given them at the Teheran 
conference, the promises given them at Yal- 
ta — all are ignored, while the promising 
nations, the United States and Great Brit- 
ain, suffer every abuse from pro-Russians 
and Russia. . Small nations, losing not only 
confidence but respect for the United States 
and Great Britain, have no other choice but 
to lean toward the Soviet Union!
